When a personal injury occurs on a train an additional mes- 
sage must be sent immediately to the Superintendent and 
Claim Department and if the injured person is not an_em- 
ployee on duty, the following information must be given: Kind 
of Transportation injured person holds, giving number of 
ticket or pass, destination of injured party, whether coach or 
pullman passenger with number or name of car and, if injured 
party stopping over enroute, state where stopover will be 
made and address at point of stopover. In addition to the tele- 
graphic reports (Form 3884) and messages above described, 
mail reports of all accidents and casualties must be promptly 
made and forwarded, using the following forms, according to 
the instructions thereon and in the Book of Rules:
